who were claiming to hold under 
a decii ot tru'-t executed to them 
by .Mr. Kil/patrick, wli.le insane, 
was not a disiulere&ted person. 
They urged the court to appoint 
xome inielligent I honest farm- 
er, not ielate>i l > l ilhor of the 
parties i*r llieir attorneys. The 
Fitzpatpicks and their counsel 
withdrew to reduce their objec 
tons to writinj; and announced 
their purpose of prosecuting an 
appeal, if the appointment of 
Chiles was permitted to stand. 
When ih^ hour for their r'^tuiii 
arrived. Chiles l)roughl unaters to 
a close by announcing his decli- 
nation of the appointment ami A. 
S. Hart, a disinterested and com- 
petent farmer, was appointed. 

This appointment met with the 
approval of both sides and Mr. 
Hart is now discharging his hew 
duties. No better appointment 
could have been made and we feel 
sure his services will be satisfac- 
tory to all concerned.

The Supreme Court of the Un- 
ited States late Monday afternoon 

decided tiie so called "tobacco 
trust'' case in favor of tho irovern- 
raent. It holds the defendant cor- 
porations iA« a combination in re- 
straint of trade under the Sherman 
anti-trust law. The Amorican 
Tobacco Company is ordered to 
dissolve as are also all affiliated 
companies and enjoins the further 
monoiioli/ation of commerce in 
tobacco. The decision was read 
by Justice White. The suit was 
instituted in 1907 in New York. 
Tiie trust is said to have started to 
oriranize iu Ib'JU at which time tho 
American Tobacco Co., started and 
at wh«ch time the company took 
over five then oxistinji tobacco 
companies, and have irradually 
from time to time absorbed uearl.s 
all other tobacco companies.* This 
is the second trust suit decided in 
the last ten days and both of thcni 
have been won by the government, 
the other suit being the dissolution 
suit of the Standard Oil Ck). 

The oll'oct of this decision can- 
not as yet be estimated as it is not 
known what steps the American 
Tobacco Co., will take in the iqat- 
ter.
